Samuel J. Kaadall, the Well Known 
Politician, is Dead.

SAMUEL J , KANDALL. 
T he G reat D em o cratic P ro tection ist 
Q uietly Passes A way. 
W ashington, April I3th.—It was a sad 
and touching scene at the Randall resi­ 
dence, on Capitol Hill, when Congressman 
Samuel J. Randall expired at 5 o’clock this 
morning. Around the bedside were gath­ 
ered the family, Robert E. Randall, his 
brother, the physicians and Postmaster- 
General Wauamaker, who had all kept a 
constant watch during the night. A few 
moments before death he opened his eyes 
and looking tenderly at his wife, said, in a 
low voice, "Mother,” a word filled with all 
ihefindest recollections of a loving and 
happy life.and by wh ch he always called his 
wife when none but the family were pres­ 
ent. He looked into her eyes as if about 
to say something more but seemed to have 
no strength left, and in a few moments he 
passed away. 
The watchers saw all was over, and the 
grief-stricken wife and daughter, who 
nursed and cared for him during his long 
illness, could restrain their feelings ¡no 
longer but gave way to their grief. 
Randall’s death has been expected at any­ 
time during the past three days, and the 
family and friends knew he could not last 
much longer. Friday night had been a 
bad one for the sick man, and he had sev­ 
eral sinking spells, from which he rallied 
to the astonishment of his physicians. 
These, however, left him weaker, and 
when morning came it was evident his ex­ 
traordinary vitality had almost left him. 
He rested easily and comfortably during 
the fore part of the day, and the doctors 
encouraged the hope that he might live for 
several days. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock, however, a marked 
change was noticed, and he seemed almost 
to sink away. This spell was worse than 
any of the preceding ones, and it was 
thought that the end was at hand. At 4 
o’clock he rallied somewhat, but it left him 
with very little strength, and the doctors 
became convinced that he could hardly 
live through the night. 
About 4:30 he had another sinking Bpell, 
and afterwards his mind became more clear 
and bright. The sick man lay in the front 
room, and daylight was just beginning to 
shed its ray into the sick chamber when 
Randall opened his eyes and after speaking 
to his wife once gradually sank away. 
Around the death-bed were Mrs. Ran­ 
dall, Mrs. Lancaster, his married daughter, 
her husband, Samuel Randall, Jr., Dr. 
Malian and Postmasier-General Wana- 
maker. The shock is especially severe to 
Mr3. Randall and her daughter Susan, who 
have nursed the husband and father 
through au illness of almost two years’ 
duration. 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
and 
others at length succeeded in inducing 
them to retire to try and refresh themselves 
with sleep. 
Randall’s illness dates back about five 
years when Dr. Malian, who attended him 
through his late illness, was called to tieat 
him for gout. 
July 9th, almost two years ago, Randall 
was suddenly seized with a violent diarr­ 
hoea aud hemorrhage during the night, due 
to hastily eating a dish of ice-cream and 
berries during the day. This hemorrhage 
was so severe that it completely prostrated 
him and his life was in imminent danger. 
Dr. Malian served for a time previous 
to this, Randall being troubled with what 
he supposed were hemorrhoids. 
The diarrhoea attack caused the disease 
to assume au acute form, and it was found 
that he suffered from extensive and a ma­ 
lignant abscess. 
Randall rallied and grew stronger and 
was getting along fairly well until last 
February, when he had a severe rigeur, 
brought on probably by the weather. This 
rigenr was accompanied by severe abdomi­ 
nal pains, and there were symptoms of 
peritonitis. From this time exhaustion 
began to set in, and the sick man’s course 
was downward. 
Up to a short time ago Randall had con­ 
fidence in his ability to pull through, and 
told his Congressional visitors he was 
ntendiDg and would be able to resume 
Congressional duties. 
He joined the Presbyterian Church about 
two months ago, Mr. Wanantaker having 
spoken to him on the subject. Dr. Chester 
is the pastor and will probably conduct the 
funeral services in this city. 
The news of Randall's death became 
generally known during the day. It was 
expected ami therefore not so much of a 
shock as it otherwise would have been. 
A large number of persons called at the 
residence during the day to express con­ 
dolence. The President and Mrs. Harrison 
sent a basket of flowers, with a note ex­ 
pressing their deep sympathy. Speaker 
Reed 
called 
during 
the afternoon 
to express his regrets and learn the wishes 
of the family with respect to the funeral 
services. Among other callers were Secre­ 
tary Blaine and ex-Senator Ferry of Michi­ 
gan, who stood next to Randall during the 
electoral count proceedings, ex-Soeaker 
Carlisle, Representatives Breckenridge of 
Kentucky, Springer of Illinois, and many 
others. 
The remains have been embalmed and 
placed in a casket. It is said the dead man 
presents a lifelike appearance, except that 
he is emaciated to a remarkable degree. 
I p to a late hour this afternoon no definite 
arrangements for the funeral had been 
made, but it is probable the interment will 
take place in Laurel Hill cemetery, Phila­ 
delphia. 
Speaker Reed said: "My esteem for him 
was very great, and I always had expressed 
the highest admiration for his steadfastness 
and courage. He was a good friend, a 
brave man, and a statesman beyond re­ 
proach. Personally our relations have been 
not only friendly, but quite intimate, and 
I always regarded him as an honest man in 
public life, and he was undoubtedly a tnau 
who had convictions and courage to stand 
by them. I think his death is a great loss 
to his party and to the country, and he de­ 
serves to be remembered for k great many 
important public services.” 
At 10 o'clock to-night Wanamaker said 
the funeral had been fixed for Thursday 
morning. The arrangements will be in 
charge of a Congressional committee who 
will be appointed to-morrow. Mrs. Ran­

which Mr. Randall was a member, and 
not in the House of Representatives. 
After the ceremonies the funeral party 
will take a special train to Philadelphia, 
where the interment takes place in the 
Randall family vault in Laurel Hill Ceme- 
terv.Kxpressions of regret at Randall's death 
are universal and sincere. None paid him 
a higher tribute of admiration and respect 
than his Democratic colleagues in the House 
who ditiered with him vitaliv upon one of 
the most important measures in Congress. 
Representative Milis spoke feelingly and 
earnestly. “He was a very great man.” 
said he, "a man of unimpeachable integrity 
and a natural born leader of men. He had 
more of the elements of leadership than 
any man I have come in contact with since 
I have been in public life. Nothing but 
his views on the tariff could have prevented 
him from being the leader of the Demo­ 
cratic party. If it had not been for that he 
would have been nominated for President 
in 1876, and he would have been elected 
and seated, for he would have asserted his 
rights. But when he believed his opinions 
were right, he would never change them, 
no matter what might happen. When 
our tarilT bill was up I pleaded with 
him, urged and begged him to make some 
confession and compromise, but he believed 
he was right and could not be moved; when 
all his party, except Lowden and one or 
two others, had come over, he still held 
out, and would not move That was the 
only thing 011 which we differed. There is 
nothing great that you cannot say about 
Randall.” 
Samuel Jackson Randall was born In Phila­ 
delphia October 10,1828. His lather was Josiah 
Randall, u lawyer of high standing in that city. 
His mother, Ann Worrall, was a daughter of 
General Joseph Worrall, a Democratic leader in 
the days of Jefferson. Receiving an academic 
education, he engaged in mercantile pursuits. 
He married Fauny, a daughter of General 
Aaron Ward of Sing Sing, New Y'ork. lie 
served four years in the City Councils of Phila­ 
delphia aud one term tu the State Senate of 
Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Randall was a member of the “First 
Troop, Philadelphia City Cavalrv,” a volunteer 
military company organized in 1774. It was 
then known as the “Light Horse of Philadel­ 
phia,” aud acted as a body-guard 01 General 
Washington, crossing the Delaware with him 
and participating in the battles of Trenton and 
Princeton. 
Immediately after the fall of Fort Sumter the 
troop tendered its services to the Government, 
aud was mustered into the lerviceof the United 
States May 13,1861, for the term of 90 days, at­ 
tached to the Second United States Cavalry, 
commanded by Colonel, afterwards the dis­ 
tinguished General George H. Thomas, and as­ 
signed to the command of General Robert Pat­ 
terson, who says of the troop: “It was with me 
in the valley of the Shenandoah in the summer 
of 1861. It was in the advance at the battlo of 
Falling Waters, when for the first and onlv 
time, that gallant soldier, ‘Stonewall’ Jack­ 
son, was defeated aud driven back.” Sergeant 
S. J. Randall acted as Quartermaster to the 
company, and was afterward promoted to the 
rank of a Captain in the re<ular army. 
On the first intimation ot the advance of the 
Confederate army north of the Potomac, in 
June, 1863, Captain Randall proceeded to Har­ 
risburg to make arrangements by which the 
troop could go into service if it was found nec­ 
essary. General Couch, ou announcing to Cap­ 
tain Randall, commanding, that Governor Cur­ 
tin would accept the troop without swearing its 
members into the service, said: “I know we 
can trust to the honor of the corps without an 
oath.” 
On June 24th Mr. Randall with his command 
made an important recounoissance. capturing 
several of the enemy aud establishing their 
presence in large force between Chambersburg 
and Wiliiamsport. Retiring from Gettysburg 
the troop had a skirmish with an advancing 
force under General J. B. Gordon, near the 
Susquehanna. During the battle ol Gettysburg 
Mr. Randall was Provost Marshal ot Columbia. 
Being released from duty after the retreat of 
the invading army, letters were received by 
Captaiu Randall from the Governor of the State 
and from the War Department through General 
Cadwalader, thanking the company for its ef­ 
fective services. 
At the convening of the Thirty-eighth Con­ 
gress, December 4, 1863. Mr. Randall took his 
seat in the House of Representatives, and has 
been re elected to every succeeding Congress, 
covering a period of twenty seven years. In the 
Thirty-eighth Congress he served on the Com­ 
mittee ou Public Buildings and Grounds: in the 
Thirty-ninth, on the Committee on Banking aud 
Currency, Ketrencdimeut and Expenditures in 
the Stale Department. 
lit the Fortieth, on 
Banking aud Currency and the assassination of 
President Lincoln. 
Elected as a Democrat, he constantly acted 
with his party in Congress. Without occupyiug 
the attention of Congress with long speeches, 
he indicated his interest in pending legislation 
by frequently participating briefly ana point­ 
edly in its discussions. In the Forty-first Con­ 
gress he was a member of the Committees on 
Privileges aud Elections and on Expenditures 
in the Treasury Department, and oi the joint 
Committee on Retrenchment. 
He spoke against repudiation December 16, 
1869, in reply'O Mr. Monger, saying. "In the 
time allowed me, it is hardly possible that I 
6hould follow the gentleman Irom Ohio in all 
bis sayings, or in what I might mildly term his 
political heresies; but, for myself— and I think 
1 can speak for my constituen's—I am utterly 
opposed to repudiation. But the moment al­ 
lowed me gives me the opportunity to remon­ 
strate against the enunciation of any scheme of 
legislation which I believe would place my 
country in a dishonest att itude before tne world. 
Not only do I believe that we should pay the 
debt, but I believe, what is of vastly more im­ 
portance, that the country has the "ability, the 
disposition and the resources to pay it.” 
In ti e Forty-second and Forty-Third Con­ 
gresses he served on the Committees on Bank­ 
ing aud Currency, Postoffices and Post Roads, 
aud Rules, and was one of the most influential 
members of the minority. His trium phant 
leadership in the two days"’ and all nights’ con­ 
test to prevent the “Force bill” from going to 
the Senate in time for action on it, brought him 
first Into great prominence. 
When the Democrats came into power at the 
opening ol the Forty-Fourth Congress, in De­ 
cember, 1875, Mr. Randall was Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations. 
He devoted 
himself to the work of retrenchment and suc­ 
ceeded in cuttiDg down the appropriations 
millions. In giving a summary of what he had 
accomplished in the way of retrenching, Au­ 
gust 14. '876, he closed with these words: “I 
believe the real, natural, safe aud permanent 
way to resumption of specie payments is in the 
reduction of the expenditures of the Govern­ 
ment to what is needed by an economical Ad­ 
ministration. Human foresight, in my judg­ 
ment, cannot fix the exact hour or day when it 
shall take place.” 
On December 4,1876, Mr. Randall was elected 
Speaker to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Michael O. Kerr. Ou takiüg the chair at that 
critical time, he said: "We san d in the pres­ 
ence of events which strain and test to the last 
degree our form of government. Our libelties, 
consecrated by so many sacrifices in the pas:, 
and preservefl amid the rejoicings of au ex­ 
ultant peoole at our centennial anniversary as 
one among the nations of the earth, must be 
maintained at all hazards. The people look 
confidently to our moderation, to our wisdom, 
in this time fraught wl It so much peril. Let us 
not, I beseech you, disappoint their just expecta­ 
tions and their" keen sense of right; but by un­ 
ceasing vigilance let us prevent even the slight­ 
est departute from the Constitution and the 
laws, lorgttting in the moment of difficulty that 
we are the adherents of party, and only remem­ 
bering that we are American citizens with a 
country to save.” 
It m as greatly owing to his brave and deter­ 
mined spirit in m aintaining such sentiments 
that the turbulent factions in the House were 
held in check and the results oi the Electoral 
Commission quietly acquiesced in. As he ex­ 
pressed it in his va edictory at the close of Con­ 
gress : "The Democratic party yielded tempo­ 
rary possession of the administration ratner 
than entail upon the people civil war with all 
its attendant horrors.” 
Mr. Randall was re-elected Speaker, serving 
in that capacity until March 3, 1881. He has 
borne a conspicuous part in the debates on the 
tariff as a leader of the 1’rotectionist wing of the 
Democratic party, and has several times been a 
prominent candidate tor the Democratic nomi­ 
nation lor the Presidency.—Eus.l

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M ARRYING ITALIAN'S. 
You M arry a C ount and G et a Penniless 
O igan G rinder. 
N ew Y ork, April 13th.—The Countess 
Montercole lias given au interview to a 
paper here, as she ssys, just as a warning 
to American girls against foreign noble­ 
men. Montercole caught upon the re­ 
bound of her otlections the prettiest girl 
that Pittsburg knew. Miss Virginia Knox 
had then and has stili au abundance of 
auburn hair, eyes of sapphire blue, peachy 
complexion and a delicately graceful form. 
She met the diminutive Count Mouteicole 
and she married him. 
His name was known to reach backward 
for generations, and his wealth was sup­ 
posed to be in keeping with the fame of 
his family. Miss Knox had circulating in 
her veins the bluest blood of western Penn­ 
sylvania. She had been educated in Paris, 
had crossed the ocean a number of times, 
aud spoke Italian like a native. 
This is what she says: “The man re­ 
vealed his character the second day of the 
voyage across the ocean, which was the 
bridal tour. 
Then he came to me aud 
asked me to give him sufficient mouey to 
pay the barber who had shaved him. 
"I did not dream even then that he was 
an adventurer and pauper. He made some 
laughing excuse and invited me into our 
stateroom, and when I joined him there he 
picked up a hair-brush, beat me as though 
I were a dog and demanded that I should 
give him what money I had in my posses­ 
sion, 
He the» said: ‘I am an Italian 
nobleman, and you are nothing but an 
American woman whom I have honored 
by marrying, aud if you possessed millions 
upon millions you could never make the 
bargain equal.’ 
“His treatment of meupoD the vessel was 
so brutal that the Captain interfered. He 
took me to Paris where he coerced me into 
giving him more money. He beat me so 
that the landlord of the hotel interfered. 
“Then he carried me to his home in 
Italy, and there it was he made me an abso­ 
lute prisoner, the windows of the house be­ 
ing barred to prevent my escape. He de­ 
manded that 1 should make drafts on my 
relatives for large amounts, and when I 
refused he attempted to starve me to death. 
"I had some money remaining, which I 
concealed beneath the mattress of my bed, 
and that he discovered and stole. The 
people of the town knew him as a villain, 
and believing that he bad murdered bis 
first wife, became alarmed at my non-ap­ 
pearance. To satisfy their clamor be inanit- 
fac ured a tale to the effect that 1 refused 
to appear in public until my horses and 
carriages arrived from America. This 
naturally was sufficient reason for my not 
appearing in public. 
"W hile I was being actually starved, my 
husband came to me and with fiendish de­ 
light told me the story he had circulated, 
aud unless I gave him sufficient mouey to 
purchase horses and carriages I could not 
leave the house. I gave him every penny 
I had in my possession, but even then be 
would not release me from my confine­ 
ment. Through the United States Consul 
at Fossacesia my relatives learned of my 
imprisonment and rescued me. 
"Meanwhile my husband's brutality had 
reached a stage beyoud belief. When he 
found that I could give him no more 
money he look a poker and beat me across 
the back so severely that fcur months 
afterward the welts were still visible. A 
man never treated a dog as that beast 
treated me. I was a prisoner. I could not 
escape. Every time he struck me, and 
that punishment was daily, he told me that 
he was a nobleman and I was only an 
American, and I must confess that" that 
suggestion of difference made my blood 
boil even more than his cowardly blows. 
“ He first made an offer to cease his per­ 
secutions upon payment of $1,000, and has 
since lowered his demand to the pitiable 
sum ot $100. I have insisted that he should 
not receive one penny. He is living now 
upon the charity of the Italian colony in 
Pniladelphia, and the cnly method of an­ 
noyance left to him is to gain publicity in 
the American press for his infamous circu­ 
lars concerning me. I am sure, however, 
that when my story is known no newspaper 
in this land will aid an Italian scoundrel in 
his scheme to rob and annoy an American 
girl who has quickly regained her senses 
and knows now what estimate to set upon 
a European nobleman.”

The supplementary report bv the Reve­ 
nue and Agricultural Department of India 
when circulated here will open English 
eyes to the truth of the situation. The re­ 
port deals wi h the wheat crop of IS.rtMiO 
and says it has suffered considerably from 
drought, with the added mischief from 
pests in the low lands. 
An important American interest is in­ 
volved in the new pleuro-pnenmonia bill 
presented in Parliament by Chaplin, the 
Minister of Agriculture, one’of the features 
of which is that it shifts the cost of com­ 
pensation for animals killed on account of 
the disease from the local rates. The Im­ 
perial Exchequer appropriates £140,060 for 
Great Britain and c20,000 for Ireland. The 
bill which will be passed means a marked 
increase in the stringency of the measures 
against pleuro-pneuuionia and indicates 
that the effort which the Washington Gov­ 
ernment has been making to secure the 
free admission of American cattle has en­ 
tirely failed. 
SW INGING AROUND T H E CIRCLE 
G eneral A lger is Said to H ave a “ Bee'» 
In H is B onnet. 
St. Louis, April 13th —General R. A. 
Alger. Commander-in-Chief of the G. A. 
R , left this evening for the west. The 
party will stop at Kansas City and Omaha, 
and then continue their trip across the con­ 
tinent. 
The Commander was royally 
entertained by the Mtisouri Veterans, but 
now that he is gone, and in fact even while 
he was here, the political phases of his 
great swing around the circle were com­ 
mented upon. It is so manifest that he is 
engaged in a hurrah campaign for the 
Presidency that there is no escaping com­ 
ments. 
One feature of his canvass is especially 
condemned, and that is his employment of 
the widow of the late General John A. 
Logan, the idol of the Grand Army, to 
further his political ambition. 
At his invitation Mrs. Logan joined the 
party and there was a reception at which 
the admirers of “Black Jack” lashed them­ 
selves into a very frenzy of enthusiasm, all 
of which is expected to redound to the 
credit and glory of the Commander-in- 
Chief with a “Presidential bee” in his bon­ 
net.In the meantime, it is said, a strong oppo­ 
sition has developed with the Grand Army 
to General Alger’s schemes, and at the State 
Encampment of Missouri, just closed at 
Jefferson City, there were many veterans 
from Kansas there for the express purpose 
of opposing the Alger boom. These men 
and others will follow him and direct all 
their energies towards counteracting the 
influence of the Commander's presence by 
expressing wiiat they and those behind them 
denounce as double dealing. 
On th e R ight T rack . 
N ew Y ork, April 13th —At a meeting of 
the Central Labor Union a copy of the 
resolutions passed by the Police Commis­ 
sioners last week, stating that they always 
were ready to examine into any charges 
which the Central Labor Union might 
make against the police department, was 
received. In answer a long preamble and 
resolution wbs passed staling that the Po­ 
lice Commissioners were in possession of 
sufficient evidence to close every one of the 
hundred gambling-houses, brothels, dance- 
houses, etc., but preferred to have that 
state »f affairs exist so their subordinates 
could amass ill-gotten wealth. 
The resolution instructed the special

Reichard asserted that when first 
starling front Zst zibar 011 his quest for 
Livingstone Stanley learned from Arab 
traders there of the missing missionary’a 
whereabouts, hut he carefully concealed 
his discovery in order to give his fiat an 
air of greater eclat. 
He learned in Zinzibar that the great 
explorer was actually at a place called 
Ujiji, on Lake Tanganyika, where he ulti­ 
mately found him. So that his discovery 
of Livingstone was nothing more than the 
act of cheating a player of blind man juff. 
Reichard ridiculed the line of r. tion 
adopted by Stanley in order to reach Wad- 
elui. and accused him of having been di­ 
rectly instrumental in wrecking the last 
pillars which still supported the authority 
of Emin in Equatoria.

W ednesday week the new ballot law 
of Rhode Island was tested. It is not so 
simple as the Saxton bill, which was ve­ 
toed by Governor H ili of New York. Yeti 
despite some cumbersome details, it was 
found superior to the old system—very 
much so, and assured the perfect secrecy 
of the ballot. One thing that hindered its 
working perfectly was the failure to make 
voting districts small enough. 
There 
should not be more than 200 voters to a 
district, but in Rhode Island some of the 
districts had 2,000 voters, and as a matter 
of course some were unable to reach the 
polls. The grouping of the candidates al­ 
phabetically is a mistake also. The better 
plan is to have the official ballot show 
each party ticket in a separate list, with 
the party vignette at the head, so that the 
voter may not be confused or delayed. 
These mistakes on the part of the Rhode 
Island people do not affect the principle 
involved nor constitute objections to the 
reform, yet the enemies of the secret bal­ 
lot have seized upon the defects of the 
Rhode Island law as objections to the 
“booth” and “official ballot” plan. Such 
assaults are to be expected. The old-time 
politicians, to whom the party ballot plan 
has been so long of service, will not yield 
without a struggle, and therefore all such 
cases as that cited will be seized upon by 
them with avidity to create antagonism to 
the new system. The press correspond­ 
ents all agree that with its defects in full 
view, the law worked remarkably well in 
Rhode Island, and that to all unprejudiced 
ol servers it was perfectly evident that 
6uch friction as developed was due to the 
causes we have pointed out, and not to any 
inherent defects in the reform ballot 
scheme. 


The French detectives confessed that 
American and Cannadian reporters de­ 
feated them in their search for Iiyraud, by 
constantly noting the movements of the 
officers and thus keeping the murderer 
notified. Thereupon a New York reporter, 
in behalf of his brethren, sent to the chief 
detective a breastpin made from coins that 
the officer had paid to the reporter in an 
attempt to buy his silence. This may, by 
some, be considered “ s m a r t i t may be 
esteemed wit, and looked upon as an evi­ 
dence of the honesty of the reporter and 
the enterprise of the press people who de­ 
feated the scheme of the French officials. 
M e look upon the matter in a very differ­ 
ent light. If the men of the press by 
their reports, made in defiance of the re­ 
quest of the officers, really defeated the 
arrest of and thus aided the murderer to 
escape, then the men who ordered the mat­ 
ter into type are in a sense guilty of seri­ 
ous offense, not to say criminality. The 
demand for news should not and does not 
rise superior to the demands of justice. It 
should be the office of the press to aid, not 
to defeat the officers of the law in bring­ 
ing criminals to the bar of the Courts. If 
the French officers offered money to the 
reporters to buy their silence, it may be 
said that they acted upon an assumption 
for which the system of journalism is to a 
large extent responsible. It is not to be 
denied that the venal class in the newspa­ 
per business, aided by the sensational 
press, has given to many the impression 
that the money channel is the only effect­ 
ive and direct avenue through which to 
secure the silence or engage the activity of 
the newspaper. When the ethics of the 
business are cleared of this reproach the 
true office of the press will be discharged, 
and the business command the entire con­ 
fidence and the highest respect of the peo­ 
ple. 


T h e State Board of Health h as wisely 
called public attention to the fact that this 
is the time of the year when there should 
lie especial activity and care in the matter 
of cleaning up premises and purifying cess­ 
pools, vaults and drains, as at this season 
the fever germs are most easily transmitted 
from the saturated soil to the air, and to 
the pipes furnishing water supplies. It is 
asserted by the Board that if ordinary care 
is now exercised, and vaults and drains 
are thoroughly cleansed and treated with 
disinfectants, the liability to fevers will lie 
greatly reduced, and the germs of disease 
not be carried into the soil and stored 
there to breed pestilence. 


T he story conies by wire that the Span­ 
ish Cabinet is on the eve of overthrow, and 
that when it happens the republic will lie 
re-established and given another trial. We 
do not think that it is likely to occur. The 
Spanish people, as Cas telar some years ago 
became convinced, are not sufficiently ad­ 
vanced in their knowledge of republican­ 
ism to sustain free government. It will 
take a grett many more years to emanci­ 
pate them from thraldom to the monarcli- 
ial principle. No free government can be 
maintained in a country where the senti­ 
ment of the people is not overwlielmiugly 
in favor of it, and intelligently rather than 
passionately so. 


T h e final protocol of the Samoan treaty 
lias been signed by all the interested 
Powers, and thus the last act in the settle­ 
ment of the Samoan question has been per­ 
formed. The Chief Justice chosen for the 
new Court is already on liis way to the 
islands, and in the meantime all is quiet 
in the little kingdom znd the people con­ 
tent with the new order of things. After 
all that has been said and done this vexed 
case of the Samoan* has come to a very 
uatisfiuftory conclusion, at/1 the position 
occupied by the United States in the mat­ 
ter has keen approved by the outcome.

TWO-THIRDS OF THE RIVER FLOWING 
THROUGH IT. 


W liat W ill B e tlie R esult a t Low W ater 
Stage, W hen T here Is No. Scour­ 
ing Capacity. 


Last Friday Dr. G. M. Dixon, represent­ 
ing the Executive Committee of the River 
Improvement Convention, and Duncan 
Beaumont, a well-known civil engineer, 
recently connected with the State En­ 
gineer’s office, visited the Paine break in 
the Yolo ievee, where they made extensive 
soundings to determine the actual condi­ 
tion of the Sacramento river at that point, 
and to see if there were sufficient grounds 
for the present alarm of those interested in 
the navigation of the river. Captain Thos. 
Dwyer, of the Steam Navigation Company, 
kindly supplied a skiff and two stalwart 
oarsmen, and an experienced man was 
taken along to heave the lead. 
Tne result of the investigation is well 
shown by the map herewith presented, 
which needs little explanation, if carefully 
studied. It will be seen that six lines of 
soundings were made. 
One across the 
river above the break, one across below the 
break, one across the break in fine from 
end to end of broken levee, and three lines 
at angles across the new channel outside 
the break, extending back some 900 feet 
toward the Yolo basin. 
The deepest soundings in line across the 
river above the break was 34 feet, with an 
average of 28 3 feet. The deepest in the 
line of the break was 30 feet, with an aver­ 
age of 22.7 feet, while the deepest in line 
across the river below the "break was 24 
feet, with an average of but 1G 9 feet. 
The deepest soundings in the three lines 
outside the break were 10, 15 and 15 feet, 
respectively, but the fall in the surface of 
the water from the fine of the break back 
to the last line of soundings is very great, 
being estimated at about three feet in the 
700 feet, which would bring the deepest 
soundings on these lines up to 17, 17 and 
18 feet, respectively, if the water in the 
new channel was confined within banks 
corresponding to the limits of the break, 
and the water thus brought up to a level 
of the river. 
The current in the river below the break 
is moderate; that above the break is verv 
swift, while that through the break is tre­ 
mendous, it being found impossible for 
two skilled oarsmen to pull the boat up 
through the break, and it was noted that 
on the west bank of the river, below the 
break, a strong current flows directly up 
stream for some distance, and thence out 
through the break. 
The volume of water passing out through 
the crevasse is simply enormous, and Mr. 
Beaumont roughly estimates that at least 


two-thirds of ihe water of the Sacramento 
river is now diverted into and through the 
the Yolo b?.sm. 
After Bowing a few hundred feet the 
water spreads out rapidly, like a Chinese 
fan, althongh a strong, deep current can 
be readily traced off toward the southwest, 
while another smaller one passes nearly 
due west. 
‘ 
It is the opinion of Mr. Beaumont that, 
if the break is not promptly closed and the 
present large volume of water utilized to 
scour out the river channel below the 
break, navigation of the river from Sacra­ 
mento to Rio Vista will be a thing of the 
past when the river reaches its low-water 
stage. Will onr Board of Trade and the 
people generally, who are interested in the 
preservation of onr river, stand idly by 
and see the priceless boon pass from them, 
or will they demand from the powers in 
authority such immediate action as will 
avert a dire calamity ? 
W. F. Knox, the well-known contractor, 
holds that the break can and should be 
closed at once, or that the navigation of 
the river will be seriously imperilled. He 
has a plan for repairing the levee, based 
on the same principle that has been em­ 
ployed on the Mississippi river in years 
past, and differing materially from that on 
which bids were. recently asked by the 
Government engineers who have the su­ 
pervision of the Sacramento river. 
Mr. Knox was seen last evening and 
asked to fully explain the method he 
thinks should be employed to close the 
break, but he was just preparing to start 
on a journey, to be absent several days, 
and had not time in which to do so. On 
his return, however, his views will be 
given through the R kcoed-U nion. 
It is to be regretted that when the sound­ 
ings described above were made the gentle­ 
men did not take measurements showing 
the extent of the bar that has formed be­ 
low the break. It may be comparatively 
narrow, and it may extend far down the 
river. In either case, it would seem that 
the Government engineers might use to 
good advantage a portion of the §110,000 at 
their disposal by dredging out a channel 
across the bar and thus divert a larger body 
of water away from the break. Whether 
the latter be closed or not in the near future 
the scouring capacity of the river below it 
can doubtless be increased by removing a 
portion of the accumulated sand and slick- 
ens that have been deposited at that point. 
The volume of water going through the 
break, and its force, are of course in­ 
creased by the obstruction 
of 
the 
river channel, but if this obstruction 
were removed now, and the channel kept 
open, there would be less erosion of the 
river bank, on the line of the break, than 
has been caused by the tremendous force 
of the water that has been thrown against 
it during the winter. 
There is less sediment now being carried 
down the river than during the earlier 
stages of the high water, when the bar was 
formed below the break, and if the channel 
were now deepened at that point there 
would not be much danger of a new de­ 
posit being made there, while the old one 
would be gradually cut away. 
If this theory be correct—and it seems to 
be a reasonable one—the Government 
should remove that bar, whatever it may 
or may not do regarding the closing of the 
break at this time.

o f C o n sta n tin e. 


Sacram ento Commandery No. 2, Knights 
Tem plar, attended services at St. P aul’s 
(Episcopal) Church last evening. There 
were about fifty K nights in line, under the 
comm and of W .D . K nights,Em inent Com­ 
m ander, and they presented a brilliant 
spectacle as they marched down the aisle 
of the church and took their seats in the 
front rows, which had been reserved for 
them . The church was crowded with peo­ 
ple, who listened attentively to the beautiful 
services and the excellent music. The rec­ 
tor, Rev. John F. Von H errlich, delivered 
the following thoughtful address on the 
vision of Constantine, w hich was listened 
to with m arked attention : 
In hoc signo vinces. The banner under 
which you m arch to-day first virtually 
floated to the winds of heaven in OctoDer, 
1,577 years ago. It was an object of hope 
to some, vagueness to others, wonder to all. 
Before the battle of M ilvian bridge, on the 
28th day of October, 313, the design was 
conceived and the standard adopted. After 
that famous battle, under the nam e of the 
Labarnm , it led the arm ies of Constantine 
through m any victorious campaigns against 
forces vastly greater than his own—against 
foes and tyrants the most cruel and treach­ 
erous that every darkened history’s pages. 
The original standard was a long pike, with 
tiansverse beam, to which was attached a 
silken vail wrought with images of the 
Em peror and his children, and on the top 
was a crown of gold, inclosing the mys­ 
terious monogram representing the cross 
with the initial letters representing the 
nam e of Christ. But w hat caused this 
strange new’ standard to be adopted ? Then 
the standard of the Roman was the eagle, 
which had been carried over sea and land 
at the head of Rome’s victorious legions. 
W hen C onstantine approached that M il­ 
vian bridge n o th in g conceivable on earth 
w as m ore opprobrious to th e R om an m ind 
th an th e cross of th e C hristian, th e cross, 
th e sign of ignom iny, disgrace and death. 
T en years of th e m ost cruel and system atic 
persecutions h ad intensified th at aversion. 
It is h ard now , w hen the cross is the 
sym bol of beauty, pow er and self-sacrifice; 
w hen it glitters on 
burnished gold or 
sparkles in diam onds on beauty’s neck­ 
lace ; w hen it is stam ped on a thousand 
m aterials, from the hum ble sackcloth to 
th e silken b an n er; w hen it is cast in 
bronze or sculptured in purest m arble—it 
is h ard now to transport one’s self back to 
th e day before C onstantine’s 
m arvelous 
vision and realize the horror and detesta­ 
tion of th e cross as a sign or sym bol. 
A c­ 
count for it as yon ' m ay, C onstantine, 
w hile a pagan, changed R om e’s standard 
from the victorious eagle to th e sym bol of 
th e persecuted and th en detested C hrist­ 
ians ; in a m om entous crisis of th e R om an 
E m pire, and a crisis in his ow n life so re­ 
m arkable th at it has few parallels in h is­ 
tory. 
If anyone w ill m aintain th at a 
w ell-tried and valorous soldier such as the 
E m peror C onstantine was w ould change 
his standard from one of past victory to 
th e sym bol of th e m eek and persecuted 
C hristians w ithout a deep and cogent rea­ 
son, let him state his w eak and absurd 
theory. 
W h at was th at im pelling cause? 
L et history tell us. 
Ju st w hen m idday was past and in the 
m ost m om entous crisis of his life— w hile 
h e was com m ending him self an d the E m ­ 
pire to Providence—for C onstantine be­ 
lieved th at a great divine pow er overruled 
all things : a Providence, w hether of pagan 
deities or of th e C hristian God, he knew 
not, b ut he knew th at there m ust be an in ­ 
telligent creating, p lanning and overruling 
pow er existing outside of and suprem ely 
above m ere physical m atter, and to th at 
pow er he wisely and sincerely prayed, and 
upon w hich at tim es he cast him self— 
w hen 
a t 
m idday he 
had 
done this 
h e looked up and saw the heavens ablaze 
w ith light. 
In th at light the form of a 
cross appeared m ore and m ere distinctly 
defined as be gazed upon it. 
W hile he 
looked th e light vapors of th e sky w rapped 
them selves into the G reek words, “’En 
touto n ik a,” signifying in L atin, “ In hoc 
signo vinces”—“In this sign th o u shalt 
conquer.” 
F o u r historians give the ac­ 
count w ith m any variations, and these 
variations givo boldness to m odern doubt­ 
ers—those w ho in their feeble pride of 
h u m an intellect and reason w ould deny 
th e snblim est tru th o f life rath er th an ac­ 
know ledge th at an all-w ise and benevolent 
God w ould condescend to stoop dow n to 
take an interest in th e aflairs of m an or in ­ 
terfere by a special providence to ru le the 
m isguided m en in rig h t directions; and 
w ho know s w hat is a special providence, 
or w hat is not one? 
To his friend, E use­ 
bius, the historian, C onstantine late in life 
declared on an oath th at he beheld th e ap­ 
pearance ol th at cross in th e heavens by 
day and in a dream the follow ing nig h t he 
received th e words, “ In this conquer.” 
Such was the L abarum w hich C onstantine 
adopted for his legions, and w hich was 
never low ered in th e face of an enem y and 
u n d er w hich he never failed of victory. 
E x p lain it as you will, n atu ral or super­ 
natu ral, m iracle or I ’rovidence, I care not. 
T he effect was produced, and by w hat has 
follow ed in the w orld’s history one m ore 
th an m an —than the h u m an E m peror Con­ 
stan tin e—conceived and planned it. 
Providence— w hat do you know about 
it? 
W hat do you know about w hat God 
does or does not do ? 
W ho can say how 
m uch is of God ? 
H ow m uch is h u m an ? 
There is a God—I clearly read, 
Where e’er I turn my eve 
No less within the little seed 
Than in the vaulted sty. 
T here w ould be no greater eilort to the 
D ivine O ne in loosing the bands of Orion 
or in binding th e sw eet influences of the 
Pleiades 
th an in poising on quivering 
w ings th e eagle and h u m m in g bird in m id ­ 
air! 
A ll things in nature proclaim a personal 
p lan n in g G od—an all pervading personal, 
contriving intelligence outside o f and apart 
from inanim ate u n th in k in g m atter—all 
th in g s declare th is objective personal in ­ 
telligence from th e flow ering lily and ris­ 
in g m oon to the blazing sun and tb e glow ­ 
w orm 's taper ’ 
Let us not lim it God, and 
narrow and doubt him sim ply because we 
cannot grasp his being and personality nor 
u nderstand his w ays and m etnods. 
Can you not look back and see God in 
history’ even if you have not sought and 
obtained that nearness to him which would 
reveal him to you in a personal experience. 
Rome was not only drunken with the 
blood of Christians, but her very temples, 
streets and am phitheaters, from battlements 
to foundations, were crying to God for ven­ 
geance. 
Was it not tim e for God to hear 
them and send them relief and assist­ 
ance. 
Call it what you will, dream, 
Providence, miracle or imagination, God 
was in it. 
It was the sign and symbol 
for 
the 
uplifting 
and 
exaltation 
of 
hum anity. That signal still remains. All 
other emblems and devices of men are 
short-lived and transitory. The banners of 
earth's proudest kingdoms, at whoee name, 
iu their prime, the nations trembled—Nin- 
evah, Babylon, Persia, 
Macedoo, 
iron 
Rome, that tram pled upon and broke all 
others into pieces—all had their ensigns and 
standards 
:n 
which they boasted and 
trusted. 
But where are they now ? TOey 
served their day and passed away, perhaps 
forever. 
B it 
not so 
the banner. Sir 
K nights, which you carry with you. Since 
that day this ail-conqoering banner was 
first borne aloft it has never been perm a­ 
nently trailed in the dust, and we believe 
it never will be. 
By a rem arkable provi­ 
dence your Order has become the inherit­ 
ors and guardians of this sacred symbol. 
Y our 
Order 
has 
come 
down 
in 
a 
line parallel with the Chuxch of Christ, 
and 
made 
up 
of 
those 
who 
ere 
representative of the noblest, best and 
most icteilU int of tbe comm unity io 
which you are organized. W hat does tin t 
cross mean to you * Is it but an outward 
sign, hollow and empty, with no higher 
meaning than personal contact and social 
and convivial pleasures, or mere parade 
and personal ostentation ? If so, you have 
woefully failed to realize the meaning of 
that symbol and fallen far below tbe aim 
and objects of the nobte K nights of gone- 
by ages. To 
you, Sir 
Knights, it is 
given 
to be defenders of 
the 
faith. 
Y our 
red 
cross 
is 
the 
symbol of 
that faith. Neglect not the strength of 
which that symbol is the token. 
Live up 
to that spirit of the grand old knighthood 
of the days of King John and King A rthur. 
In that sign go and conquer. It is the 
symbol of the best and holiest—the most 
noble and uplifting force and influence 
ever given by God to hum anity. Never 
say a word or do an act that would bring 
reproach or cast a reflection upon that cross 
or the things it stands for ! 
Have no word 
nor sm ile of sym pathy for that modern 
flippancy that would make light of the 
great truths and principles of the world’s 


best and most holy religioD. These beliefs 
these hopes, are sacred things ; they have 
been baptized with tears BDd sighs of thou­ 
sands. They have been fused in the heat 
of love and aspiration. They are the holy 
things that gave peace and joy to yonr 
fathers and mothers who have crossed over 
to God’s better kingdom beyond this. 


BOUGH-AND-TÜMBLE. 


J im H a ll, th e C olored S logger, K n o ck s 
O ut Six A ssa ila n ts. 
Jim H all is a stalwart negro of ihe Peter 
Jackson persuasion, and is known to fame 
in San Francisco, Fresno, Sacramento and 
other sporting centers as a slogger of no 
m ean pretensions. 
Jim carried a pretty 
level head on his broad shoulders until the 
last night of the last session of the Legis­ 
lature. On that occasion he was backed by 
a well-known Democratic Senator in a fin­ 
ish contest with hard gloves with C. Turner, 
the sable skinned Stockton pugilist (who 
was backed by another Democratic Senator). 
The tip was given to a select few as the 
crowd was leaving the legislative halls on 
the night in question, and a rather hilari­ 
ous gathering assembled to witness the 
fight. 
The slogging was commenced between 1 
and 2 o’clock in the morning, and lasted 
u ntil about daylight, Turner being the 
victor. H all was terribly punished, and he 
got so badly thum ped that it is said he has 
been somewhat “rattled” ever since, es­ 
pecially when in liquor. 
This was Jim ’s condition yesterday noon 
w hen he showed up in his dudish Sunday 
outfit at Third and K streets. H e was go­ 
ing along about his business, however, as 
he generally does, when a half-dozen fel­ 
lows, who had aiso been on a Saturday 
night “jag,” and were feeling somewhat 
coltish, undertook to have some fun with 
him . H all resented their untim ely fam il­ 
iarities, however, and they went in to “do 
him up.” 
In about one m inute by the watch H all 
had the sidewalk covered with white trash, 
and was knocking men out as fast as they 
presented themselves 
H e had six down 
at one time, by actual count. So far, H all 
was not to blame, as he had first been as­ 
saulted. but he had now “lost his head,” 
and it became necessary to suppress his 
apparent desire to wipe out the white pop­ 
ulation in that neighborhood. 
Officer Frank Rider bore down upon the 
Ecene at this juncture and went up to H all 
to place him under arrest, when the latter 
struck out and felled the officer with a ter­ 
rible blow in the face. Rider returned to 
his task, however, and with the aid of sev­ 
eral bystanders finally succeeded in over­ 
powering the frenzied pugilist and got 
handcuffs upon his wrists. As soon as 
H all got upon his feet, however, he swung 
his manacled arms and struck Rider again 
in the face. 
H all swore that Rider should not arrest 
him , and one of the bystanders who knew 
that officer Simmons and H all were on 
friendly terms went for Simmons, whom 
he louud a block away. The latter went 
up to the half-crazed negro and, placing a 
hand on his shoulder, told him to come 
along, which he did. H all was taken to 
the police station and charged with dis­ 
turbing the peace.

P rin ter» F ig h t W ith R are K n u ck les—A 
lSaru-U oft F a k e . 
For some time past differences have ex­ 
isted between a couple of compositors em­ 
ployed in one of the printing offices, origi­ 
nating in a discussion on religion, and 
they agreed to settle the m atter with bare 
knuckles and under the prize ring rules. 
Yesterday m orning was the tim e fixed for 
the fight to take place, and one tip was 
given out that it would occur across the 
river in the willow wilds of Yolo; another 
was that it would come off in the “ladies’ ” 
room of a down-town saloon; another 
named a roadside deadfall beyond the 
north levee, and another still located the 
battle-ground at a Riverside resort. 
W hile groups of sports were sneaking off 
to these places to witness the mill, the 
principals and their friends met in the 
establishment where all hands were em ­ 
ployed and fought to a fizzle, commonly 
know n as a draw.

The sloggers the" donned the regulation 
gloves and resumed their “scrap,” which 
finally ended in a draw.

Visiting; M olders. 
T he Iron H o ld ers’ U nion of th is city 
gave a ball at A rm ory H all on Saturday 
night for the purpose of raising funds for 
th e relief of th e striking m olders of San 
F rancisco. T h e ball was well attended. D ur­ 
ing the evening a com m ittee consisting of 
P resident J. T. V alentine, Sam uel McKee 
a n d 
H arp er from Iron M olders’ U nion. 
No. 161, of San Francisco, w ere introduced 
by C. A. A skw ith. 
M r. V alentine m ade 
a few appropriate rem arks and th an k ed 
th e officers and m em bers of the union for 
th eir kindness and support. 
Sam uel M cKee explained th e reasons 
th at led up to th e strike in San Francisco, 
and the progress m ade. 
H e declared th at 
the union had not been unreasonable, and 
th at the m anufacturers should have m ade 
no dem and for reductions in wages, as the 
future looked brighter th an the past had 
been, and the m en were suffering as m uch 
from the effects o f tbe hard tim es as were 
th e m anufacturers.

union and m aintain a fair rate of wages.

The President oí Hills Seminary is 
Under a Deep Clond. 


A DEDICATION AT PASADENA. 


A Well Known Citizen Pound Dead 
in the Foothills of Dos An­ 
geles County—Etc. 


(BFECLAL OISPA'fCHKa TO TZB BEOORD-CSIOH.) 


MILLS COYLEGK. 
C h a rg e s of a Serious C h a ra c te r B ro u g h t 
A gainst. P re sid e n t h tra tto n . 
San F rancisco, April 13th.—Since last 
Janury the management of Mills Seminary 
has not been contracted with complete har­ 
mony lygtween the President, Dr. C. C. 
Stratton, and the lady teachers, and this 
fact became peblicly known yesterday. 
The trouble vrtrj commenced by charges 
made against the conduct of Dr. Stratton 
while discharpfiag the duties of his position. 
The Doctor at once demanded an investi­ 
gation, but till inquiries made by the 
Trustees in the matter were met with re­ 
luctant resf>onses. 
Then a oemmiitee of three persons was 
appointed tc meet on February 10th and 
hear the accusations from those who had 
made them. The committee reported to 
the Trustees that the result of tie investi­ 
gation did not reflect in any manner upon 
the conduct of the President. 
The Tristees held several meetings sub­ 
sequently, and about two weeks ago, at a 
meeting of the Board, there being absent 
but two members—Mrs. Millsand James G 
Fair—the following resolution was unani­ 
mously adopted: 
W h b f e a s , Growing out of serio u s and per­ 
plexing m isunderstanding in the college, cer­ 
tain charges and counter charges affecting the 
personal and professional standing of I)r. C. C. 
Stratton, and of other m em bers of the faculty, 
h a v e been broughttothe attention of the Board; 
and, w hereas, these charges he.ve, in the pres­ 
ence of a full Board, been patiently and care­ 
fully considered, 
Jtecolvai, T ha, in -o u r judgm ent it Is neither 
neec ful nor wise that the said charges should be 
entertained. It is therefore- e.rdered that all 
proceedings connected with the aforesaid m at­ 
ters be, and the sam e is hereby dismissed, 
and the personal -and ollicial standing of all 
persons connected w ith the institution snail re­ 
m ain as before these proceedings were begun. 
And we recom m end to all parties in any wise 
connected w ith the aforesaid differences that 
they shall, as tar as in them lies, lay aside all 
feelings of anim osity and work together in a 
spirit of harm ony and lorbearance and of loy­ 
alty to Mills College, rem em bering ib attb e 
welfare of the college and the work connected 
therew ith is of a far greater consequence than 
all possible questions of Presidency or official 
dignity. 
Dr. Stratton was interviewed last night. 
He denied most emphatically that he had 
transcended his position as President of the 
college in any manner whatever. He posi­ 
tively denied the charges made public 
against hint, and at the same time asserted 
his determination to say nothing which 
would be detrimental to Mills College or 
the teachers connected therewith. Referring 
to the accusation that he had entered a 
teacher’s sleeping apartment several times 
at a late hour to use the telephone in that 
room, the Doctor said he had never been in 
that chamber at an improper hour, and. 
furthermore, be had always desired and 
requested in vain that the telephone be 
removed te a more public and convenient 
place. 
Rev. C. C. Stratton, D. D.,lias been Presi­ 
dent of Miils College tor about three years, 
and in accepting the position resigned the 
Presidency of the University of the Pacific 
at San Joae. 
l ’aw atleua Item s. 
F a s a d e k a , April 13th.—Ernest Grimm 
a well known contractor and builder of 
this city, left home Friday, the 4th, to take 
a hunt along the foothills. As he did not 
return his friends became alarmed and be­ 
gan to search for him, which has now con­ 
tinued for a week. This morning the body 
of Grimm was fouud in the Highland's 
above the city, lying in a wash from the 
Mountain Canon. 
His gun laid under 
him, and it is believed he died from an ac­ 
cidental gunshot wound. Decomposition 
had set in.

MORALITY AND RELIGION. 
R ev. C. P . M assey ou th e Q uestion of 
C onscience and M oral O bligation. 
Rev. C. P. Massey spoke yesterday morn­

Mr. Massey said the 
passage is taken from one of the later of 
the Hebrew prophets, and is «n indication 
that the truth was beginning to dawn urion 
the imaginations of men; that a mere 
formal observance of religion, a simply 
ritualistic piety, may be useful in •many 
ways, and may furnish buttresses ar.d sup­ 
ports for many conditions of faith, but that 
a s man advances to a larger culture and a 
better appreciation of himself as « rational 
and responsible being, it is imperative that 
religion must possess for him a deeper and 
more intimate sanction. The whole ques­ 
tion as to the rival claims of morality and 
religion to supplant each other in the 
world’s regard, is here opened up, and op 
portunity is offered for an adjustment of 
our conceptions respecting two words in 
the vocabulary, which are popularly made 
to carry ideas of differing and almost 
antagonising relations. 
For 8ges the world has insisted 
that religion depended upon revela­ 
tion of some miraculous -and exceptional 
kind for its authority, but men have grad­ 
ually come to understand that revelation 
so-called, is but the reflection of the moral 
enlightenment of a people; is possessed of 
no higher authority than the conscience of 
the worshipers, and discloses nothing that 
is not discovered to a pure hear; and a con­ 
science void of offense. 
Some of the greatest .thinkers of our 
time have come to give to the term moral­ 
ity this high signiticauce. Says Professor 
C. C. Everett: “The moral law stands 
among the manifold relations of the world 
apparently as the great exception. In 
other matters we do not hesitate to traoe 
the connection of finite cause and effect. 
In regard to duty our natural impulse is to 
recognize the presence of some higher ele­ 
ment. It is not strange that Immanuel 
Rant felt that here we are in contact with 
the absolute reality; that while everywhere 
else we are in the world of phenomena, in 
the moral law we touch the substance of 
things.” 
An unfathomable mystery, however, 
confronts us when we come to con­ 
template the moral nature of which 
we are possessed. 
Science has strug­ 
gled to account for it solely upon 
the principle of evolution, to describe it as 
a development; but there is something in 
us that rebels at the assumption. A purely 
materialistic philosophy looks upon matter 
as really containing “the promise and po­ 
tency of every order of life.” This possi­ 
ble life may be material in some refined 
and sublimated use of the word, but not 
in its ordinary acceptation. And I am re­ 
minded hereof Mr. William Hurrell Mal- 
lock’s characterization of M. Zola’s real­ 
ism. 
Mr. Maliock consents thet the 
Frenchman’s art is realistic, but that it is 
not 
real 
to 
the 
extent 
of 
ex 
eluding 
other 
things 
that 
are 
equally as real. It predicts what human 
nature' is in some of its aspects, it does not 
present what human nature may be in 
other aspects. It eliminates enthusiasm, 
affection, refinement, faith. It banishes 
the ideal, and so leaves out of the picture 
what many meu regard as a component 
element in life, as it becomes to them its 
motive and inspiration. 
The speaker then went on at ample 
leDgtb, and with abundant illustration, to 
combat the purely utilitarian views exeru 
plified in the social morality of Charles 
Darwin, or in the idea of the perfected hu­ 
man society of Herbert Spencer, and repu 
dialed the thought that any of us accept 
these purely utilitarian ideas in making up 
the sum of what man really owes, of wnat 
he ought to do, in his manifold relations 
with the world. Acknowledging that all­ 
truism and egoism are the ultimate im­ 
pulses, and that their interplay produces, 
or their proper interplay would produce, 
universal justice, there are many things in 
the moral realm not yet accounted for. 
The fact is not accounted for that a sense 
of honor and truthfulness frequently impel 
a man to the commission of acts which in­ 
volve much of sacrifice, and tnat he com­ 
ports himself honestly, and truthfuliy, 
when the only expediency involved is that 
high expediency that demands of him 
that the escutcheon of his character 
shall remain untarnished. 
The les­ 
sons of expediency and utility do 
not explain why certain actions, as far as 
one may be able to discover, will not im­ 
pair the stable equilibrium of things, are 
beneath a man, and that their practice sub­ 
jects him to the censure of acting un­ 
worthily. Men tell the truth and pay their 
debts, frequently, not because they are 
compelled to, not even because any appre­ 
ciable disadvantage would otlierwisereault, 
but simply because they ought. The truth 
is, there is a recognized fullness of life 
which no out-and-out theory of physical 
evolution can account for. A man struggles 
for fortune, gains it, and then tails. He 
fails, sometimes, it is true, because of his 
violation of natural law, and of moral law, 
if the discrimination may be allowed; but 
men fail sometimes when they are not 
transgressors in any possible sense. It was 
the winds of heaven which brought An­ 
tonio's ventures safe to port, and it was the 
winds of heaven which could have abso­ 
lutely wrecked them. But if the temper of 
such a one is really opulent and royal, he 
has no sense of being dishonored through 
the calamity. He is mortified, doubtless; 
the pride, which is purely personal, is 
wounded, but that pride he feels, anti 
which is characterized differently as honor, 
and honesty and truthfulness, as he esti­ 
mates himself as part of some great system 
which overwraps him in its mystery, is 
not wounded, and suffers from no reflection 
of dishonor. 
And now, if the question is asked, 
what is the metaphysical explanation 
of all this, I can only answer that 
it is implicated in what I have 
already said. It is only putting what I 
have said in other words, if I add that the 
life of man is weighted by something 
vaster than himself. It is this feeling ol 
relation which inspires to honorable deal­ 
ing in its various illustrations. Laws, 
whose authority is easily understood, 
early taught man that he is no mere 
individual in the world. Hia life rep­ 
resents a much larger content. 
Now 
it is just in proportion as men estimate this 
content, that their sense ot honor increases 
ordiminishes. The novelist.VVinthrop, as­ 
serted that the thought of his ancestry was 
a constant incentive to noble acts. The 
knight, the noble feels it, and prides him­ 
self upon associations which kindle such 
strange enthusiasm. 
This understanding 
of the content of life explains the signifi­ 
cance of the nobles/e obti-je of rank, and just 
as the content is made to increase, so 
the enthusiasm for righteousness increases, 
as we feel ourselves partakers of an ever 
enlarging life. If what I have said is true, 
this constant impinging upon us of some­ 
thing which men have called the spirit of 
God cannot be well denied; each one of us 
lives in a lareer life than that of any 
individual, and it is the knowledge 
of our relation to ibis larger life and 
the 
self-reproach, the 
remorse one 
knows, in violating its essential in­ 
tegrity, which explains the condemn­ 
ing power of conscience and the binding 
sense of moral obligation, it is this appre­ 
hension of something higher than can be 
learned in schools of mere utility and ex­ 
pediency, that has ever inspired the faith 
of man, it is the feeling that human 
knowledge goes but sucha little way, and 
that something must be received on trust 
that has made the prophets and singers of 
the world. Robert Browning understood 
and wrote his confession, which for majesty 
of expression has hardly been equaled: 
/ report, as a m ac m ay of God's work all's lovo 
yet all’s law, 
Vow 1 lay down the judgeship he lent me. 
Each faculty tasked. 
To perceive him, has gained an abyss, 
Where adew drop was asked. 
And thus looking w ithin and around me, I ever 
renew 
(W ith that stoop of the soul which in bending 
upraises it, too.) 
The submission of m an's nothing—perfect to 
/rod’s all—complete. 
As by each new obcisauce in spirit, I clim b to 
his feet.
